‘Catherine of Arrdgon and Butcher 
. Henry, and her priestly. accomplices 
Gardiner and. Bonner, cried for the 
faggots and the stake, and made Eng- 
land’ a veritable -hell upon earth. 
Her regrets for the loss of Calais may 
or may not .have been genuine, but 
in any case, heridea that it was such | 
a lasting dishonour to England, 
‘caused by her pusillanimity or trea- 
. chery, as to indelibly write the name 
_ of the old “key of France” on her 
heart, was an excellent one, which 
has deservedly passed into 2 common 
phrase. If it be possible for a, mean 
action to engender such a lasting

Bolton Abbey says:— great praise 
is due to the owners of the Chinese 
junks for their kindness to the ship- 
wrecked men; and it isto be hoped

Now for the practical side of the 
picture. Captain. Williams, and the 
officers and crew of the good ship 
‘Bolton Abbey have been rescued from 
certain death by Chinese fishermen, 
Hand are being hospitably entertained 
bytheseso-calledheathens. Captain 


Williams is naturally anxious to get- 


to the nearest English port, so im- 
mediately opens negotiations with 
the master of junk No. 479 H. for 
the conveyance of himself“and crew 
to Hongkong. Only one man in the 
fishing junk could speak English;end 
through him.an arrangement was 
eventually arrived at. . Captain Wil- 
lidins was disposed to be liberal, and 
is said to have offered the junk master 


a sufficientsum to clear his expenses. 


-for awhole year. It must be under- 
stood that the junk was down at the 
Pratas on the usual half-yearly fishing 
excursion, and thatevery arrangement 
had been - made to carry’ on their

adequate recompense. Captain Wil- 
liams consented to this request, and 
agreed in addition to the $2,000 to 
the master of the junk, to give each 
man a present of $20. As in the

It is now a matter of -history how 
the junk left for Hongkong, and was 
picked up by H.MS. Kestrel at 
Green: Island, where the men were’ 
transferred to the gunboat, and both 
vessels’ cam on to this port, the junk.

And now comes the sequel, which 
ought to bring a blush of shame to 
every honest English: cheek.’ Cap-, 
tain Williams was loud in his praises 
of the conduct of his preservers, he 
was lavish to extravagant generosity 
in giving estimates as to what these 
gallant Chinaman merited—from the 
Government,—but. he was generous 
in nothing else.
